1. We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, humbly 
submit to your Majesty this our Fifty-third Annual Report. 


2. Since our last Report 18 meetings of the Board have been held. We have 
made 371 orders in various matters affecting charities and charity property, besides 
providing for the regular issue of the sums payable to the charities under our 
control. 


3. Five hundred and fifty-three funds for various charitable purposes have been 
lodged with us, from time to time, since the “Charitable Donations and Bequests Act 
(Ireland), 1867,” enabled Trustees to make such voluntary transfers.

6. The Educational Endowments Commission having come to an end, the papers, books, 
and documents, belonging to the Commission, have been transferred to this Office. 
During its existence the Commissioners framed 219 schemes which received the approval 
of the Privy Council, in each of which powers were conferred upon this Board of 
amending the said schemes, while, in the majority of cases, powers were also conferred 
on the Board of sanctioning removal of schools, pensioning members of the school 
staffs, leasing or selling property and changing investments. 

7 . The vacancy on the Board created by the death of His Grace the Right Honorable 
and Most Reverend Lord Plunket, Archbishop of Dublin, referred to in our last 
Report, has been filled by the appointment of the Hon. Mr. Justice Ross. 

8. Accounts of the sum voted by Parliament have been regularly furnished by us, in 
accordance with the forms adopted under the direction of the Treasury, and the 
provisions of the “Exchequer and Audit Departments Acts, 18 G6 ” ; and our Appro- 
priation Account for the year ended 31st March, 1897, lias been certified to be correct 
by the Auditor- General of Public Accounts. 

All which we submit as our Report, and in testimony thereof we have caused our 
Corporate Seal to be hereto affixed this 13th day of July, 1898.
